Important  Announcement 


Regarding  Association  War  Work. 

By  Dr.  John  R.  Mott. 

Within  recent  days  it  has  become  ap- 
parent that  the  Association  movement 
of  America  is  on  the  threshold  of  one  of 
the  greatest  opportunities  which  has 
come  to  it  in  all  its  history — the  oppor- 
tunity of  serving  one  million  or  more  of 
the  flower  of  the  manhood  of  the  coun- 
try, who  are  being  called  to  the  colors. 
Other  classes  of  young  men  who  are  to 
be  related  in  an  indispensable  way  to 
the  war  plans  of  the  nation  will  also  re- 
quire the  practical  and  Christian  minis- 
try of  the  Associations.  All  Associa- 
tion leaders  recognize  at  once  that  we 
are  summoned  as  an  organization  to  do 
a  large  work.  At  present  the  total 
membership  of  the  American  Associa- 
tions is  less  than  three-quarters  of  a  mil- 
lion and  we  have  found  that  it  is  a  truly 
great  undertaking  to  serve  them.  Sud- 
denly, we  are  confronted  with  the  task 
of  helping  to  promote  the  physical,  men- 
tal and  spiritual  welfare  of  an  even 
greater  number  of  men  and  that  under 
most  difficult  conditions.  We  are  sum- 
moned also  to  do  a  thorough  work  as 
well  as  an  extensive  work.  Why  should 
we  not  aspire  to  make  this  the  finest 
piece  of  unselfish  and  constructive  serv- 
ice which  our  Associations  have  ever 
rendered?  When  we  think  of  our  vast 
equipment  and  financial  resources,  our 


trained  leadership,  our  vital  relation- 
ship to  the  churches  whose  servants  we 
are,  the  extensive  and  fruitful  experi- 
ence which  the  American  Associations 
have  had  in  the  Spanish  War  and  in  the 
recent  work  on  the  Mexican  border,  as 
well  as  in  the  large  number  of  training 
camps  and  prisoner-of-war  camps  in 
Europe,  Asia  and  Africa — when  we 
think  of  all  this,  does  not  the  country 
have  the  right  to  expect  that  we  will  do 
a  more  efficient  and  fruitful  work  in  the 
task  now  before  us  than  we  have  hith- 
erto accomplished  ?  To  this  end,  we  are 
summoned  to  do  a  united  work.  There 
is  so  much  to  do,  the  difficulties  are  so 
many  and  so  great,  and  the  time  at  the 
longest  will  be  so  short,  that  no  effort 
and  strength  should  be  lost  through  di- 
vided counsels  or  lack  of  concerted 
plans. 

As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  gen- 
eral military  policy  of  the  government 
was  announced,  a  special  conference  of 
Association  leaders  was  summoned  and 
held  on  April  10th  at  Garden  City,  Long 
Island.  Owing  to  the  shortness  of  the 
time  in  which  the  gathering  had  to  be 
assembled,  it  was  impossible  to  insure 
the  presence  of  delegates  from  the  most 
remote  parts  of  the  country,  but  the  per- 
sonnel included  a  thoroughly  represent- 
ative body  of  the  local,  state  and  inter- 
national executive  officers  of  the  move- 
ment. Nearly  all  of  the  principal  local 
and  state  organizations  were  repre- 
sented and  likewise  the  various  depart- 
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ments  of  the  International  Committee. 
Those  who  were  present  regard  the  day 
thus  spent  together  as  a  truly  momen- 
tous occasion.  After  full  discussion  we 
were  able  to  formulate  and  arrive  at  a 
unanimous  agreement  upon  the  follow- 
ing: 

Preamble. 

The  Young  Men's  Christian  Associa- 
tions, with  the  approval  of  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  and  with  the 
co-operation  of  the  officers  of  the  Army 
and  Navy,  during  the  past  nineteen 
years  (including  the  periods  of  the 
Spanish-American  War  and  the  mobiliz- 
ation upon  the  Mexican  border)  have 
helpfully  served  the  men  of  the  army 
and  navy.  The  Associations  are  also 
doing  a  large  and  successful  work  in  the 
armies  of  Europe,  Asia  and  Africa  and 
among  the  prisoners-of-war.  Inasmuch 
as  we  now  face  the  concentration  in  the 
United  States  of  large  bodies  of  men  in 
training  and  mobilization  camps,  as  well 
as  a  large  increase  of  the  regular  army 
and  navy,  therefore,  be  it  resolved : 

1.  That  the  Young  Men's  Christian 
Association  movement  of  America 
should  undertake,  in  a  comprehensive 
and  united  way,  to  promote  the  phys- 
ical, mental,  social  and  spiritual  wel- 
fare of  the  one  million  and  more  men 
of  the  military  and  naval  forces  of  the 
United  States,  and  in  doing  this  the  As- 
sociations should  continue  to  co-operate 
with  other  civic,  social,  philanthropic, 
and  religious  movements.  They  should 
also  particularly  seek  to  strengthen  the 
hands  of  the  chaplains'  corps  and  to 
*serve  the  churches. 

2.  That  there  should  be  raised  a 
fund  of  at  least  $3,000,000  to  meet  the 
necessary  expenses  involved  in  serving 
the  men  of  the  army  and  navy  in  state 


and  national  camps  during  the  year 
1917,  and  that  a  War  Work  Council  of 
Young  Men's  Christian  Associations,  re- 
sponsible to  the  International  Commit- 
tee, should  undertake,  with  the  co-oper- 
ation of  the  State  Committees,  the  rais- 
ing of  this  fund  during  the  next  thirty 
days. 

a.  The  War  Work  Council  should 
distribute  responsibility  among  the  va- 
rious states,  cities  and  districts  for  rais- 
ing the  necessary  funds. 

b.  The  War  Work  Council  should 
mobilize  the  Association  forces,  inter- 
national, state  and  local,  in  raising  the 
funds  and  conducting  the  work  contem- 
plated. 

c.  The  War  Work  funds  and  ac- 
counts should  be  kept  separate  from 
those  of  the  International  and  State 
Committees. 

d.  The  War  Work  Council,  in  con- 
sultation with  the  State  and  Interna- 
tional Committees,  should  prepare  a 
budget  and  apportion,  upon  an  equi- 
table basis,  the  funds  received.  The 
council  should  also  establish  an  account- 
ing and  audit  system  for  all  expendi- 
tures of  the  War  Work  funds. 

3.  That  the  Associations  should  aug- 
ment greatly  their  efforts  on  behalf  of 
men  and  boys  in  the  industries  which 
are  so  essential  to  the  military  and  na- 
val success  of  America  and  the  allied 
countries. 

4.  That  the  American  Associations 
should  continue  their  practical  and 
helpful  service  in  the  prisoner-of-war 
and  training  camps  in  the  war  zones  of 
Europe,  Asia  and  Africa,  calling  for  an 
estimated  budget  this  year  of  $2,000,000. 

5.  That   the   Association  movement 
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should  enlarge  its  plans  so  as  to  minis- 
ter to  interned  aliens  on  lines  followed 
in  the  prisoner-of-war  camps  abroad. 

6.  That  the  Associations  be  called 
upon  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  promote 
studies  in  citizenship  and  to  inspire  men 
and  boys  with  true  patriotism  and  in 
so  doing  to  emphasize  the  principles  of 
international  good-will  and  of  the  King- 
dom of  God,  on  which  alone  an  enduring 
world  order  can  be  based. 

7.  That,  in  view  of  the  unusual  de- 
mands now  confronting  the  young  man- 
hood of  our  nation,  the  Associations 
should  redouble  their  efforts  to  make 
available  their  organization,  leadership, 
and  equipment  in  developing  young 
men  and  boys  in  character,  physical  vi- 
tality, and  mental  efficiency. 

The  foregoing  recommendations 
drawn  up  in  this  informal  and  unofficial 
conference  were  intended  as  recommen- 
dations to  the  International  Committee 
as  well  as  to  the  various  state  and  local 
Associations.  The  following  day  the 
Army  and  Navy  Committee  of  the  In- 
ternational Committee,  which  has  from 
the  beginning  furnished  such  indispen- 
sable leadership  in  all  Association  work 
on  behalf  of  the  army  and  navy,  gave 
full  consideration  to  the  principal  sug- 
gestions. They  drew  up  resolutions  and 
on  the  following  day,  April  12th,  pre- 
sented them  at  a  largely  attended  meet- 
ing of  the  International  Committee. 
This  business  was  made  the  order  of  the 
day  and  after  thorough  discussion  the 
International  Committee  adopted  the 
following  three  resolutions : 

1.  That  the  International  Committee 
appoint  a  War  Work  Council  of  at  least 
100  men,  which  shall  formulate  and 
carry  out  plans  for  the  service  to  be 


rendered  by  the  Association  movement 
among  the  men  in  the  American  Army 
and  Navy  and  likewise  deal  with  other 
important  phases  of  the  Association  op- 
portunity and  responsibility  in  America 
occasioned  by  the  war.  This  council 
shall  be  directly  responsible  to  the  In- 
ternational Committee  and  report  to  it 
from  month  to  month. 

2.  That  the  War  Work  Council  be 
instructed  to  make  an  effort  to  secure 
in  the  near  future  a  fund  of  at  least 
$3,000,000  for  the  carrying  out  of  its 
purposes  and  plans  for  the  year  1917. 

3.  That  among  those  who  are  to 
serve  as  members  of  this  Council  the 
following  be  appointed  at  this  time : 

Following  the  conference  in  New 
York,  the  North  Eastern  Department 
was  organized  with  E.  W.  Hearne,  State 
Secretary  of  Massachusetts  and  Rhode 
Island,  as  Executive  Secretary.  The 
goal  suggested  for  New  England  was 
$500,000.  Of  this  amount  New  Hamp- 
shire was  asked  to  raise  at  least  $25,- 
000.  The  first  meeting  was  held  in  Con- 
cord with  Sherwood  Eddy  as  speaker. 
Following  this  meeting  $3,200  was 
raised  and  a  citizens'  committee  ap- 
pointed to  complete  at  once  a  fund  of 
$5,000. 

The  second  meeting  was  held  in 
Nashua,  where  $7,300  was  pledged  and 
a  citizens'  committee  appointed  to  com- 
plete a  fund  of  $10,000.  This  will  pro- 
vide a  unit,  or  one  building,  and  the 
money  to  equip  it  and  pay  the  cost  of 
operation  until  the  close  of  the  year 
1917. 

Every  indication  points  to  a  much 
larger  amount  than  has  been  allotted 
to  us.  We  cannot  do  too  much  to  safe- 
guard the  boys  when  they  go  into  camp 
or  to  the  front.

BOSTON  &  MAINE  RAILROAD  MEN. 


Annual  Statistical  Report  of  the  Rail- 
road Department. 


In  the  following  report  for  the  year 
ending  March  31,  1917,  one  of  the  most 
striking  advances  is  in  the  membership. 
When  this  Association  took  part  in  the 
nation  wide  campaign  for  30,000'  new 
members,  our  allotment  was  120  new 
members  to  be  secured,  and  we  suc- 
ceeded in  getting  264 — more  than  doub- 
ling our  allotment. 

An  advance  of  still  greater  moment  to 
the  Association  has  been  the  increased 
interest  shown  by  the  shop  employees 
in  the  work  that  the  Association  is  try- 
ing to  do.  They  have  by  their  presence 
and  interest  made  possible  a  very  help- 
ful series  of  shop  meetings.  They  con- 
tributed liberally  for  the  support  of  the 
border  work  among  the  troops.  An 
ever  increasing  number  of  men,  and  in 
many  cases  their  families  as  well,  have 
openly  confessed  their  allegiance  to 
Christ  and  entered  into  active  service  in 
the  church.  No  attempt  is  made  in  this 
report  to  give  figures  along  this  line, 
but  simply  to  state  that  we  have  tried 
and  are  still  trying  to  co-operate  in  the 
largest  way  with  the  churches  of  the 
community. 

One  illustration  will  suffice.  One 
member  of  the  Committee  of  Manage- 
ment can,  since  the  Rees  meetings  last 
year,  count  two  score  men  and  boys  who 
have  been  brought  into  active  church 
relationship  through  his  efforts.  Others 
have  been  equally  faithful  and  none 
have  attempted  to  distinguish  between 
the  different  influences  that  have 
gripped  men,  whether  shop  meeting, 
personal  interviews,  or  church  meetings. 
We  want  as  always  to  be  the  strong 
right  arm  of  the  church  at  work  every 
day  of  the  year.  The  improved  tone  in 
the  shops  speaks  for  itself.     The  gen-

Patriotism    Ranking    High    in    This 
Organization. 

One  of  the  most  pleasant  incidents, 
at  this  time  when  the  citizens  of  the 
whole  country  are  trying  to  do  their  bit 
to  show  patriotism,  was  furnished  this 
village  last  Saturday  by  the  railroad 
boys.  Frank  E.  Paine,  chairman  of  the 
committee  in  charge,  together  with  H.

The 
railroad  boys  assembled  at  the  passen- 
ger station  and  escorted  the  flag,  car- 
ried by  a  detachment  from  the  National 
Guard,  to  the  railroad  shops,  where  it 
was  raised  to  its  place  of  honor  by  Tim- 
othy Marshall  of  Wells  River,  Vt.,  while 
the  bugler  sounded  "Colors"  on  his 
trumpet.  Much  favorable  comment  was 
made  on  the  unique  way  in  which  this 
flag  was  raised,  the  flag  going  to  the 
top  of  the  pole  in  a  small  ball,  and  at 
the  proper  moment  spreading  out  in 
all  its  glory  to  the  breeze. 

The  Woodsville  band  was  present  and 
furnished  appropriate  music  for  the  oc- 
casion, playing  the  national  hymn  and 
other  patriotic  pieces. 

The  speakers  were  Superintendent  G. 
E.  Cummings,  G.  H.  Watson,  Rev.  Don- 
ald Fraser,  Rev.  Father  Walsh,  and 
Rev.  J.  N.  Seaver.  The  addresses  were 
listened  to  with  more  than  ordinary  in- 
terest, and  merited  the  hearty  applause 
which  they  received  from  the  large 
body  of  townspeople  assembled  to  wit- 
ness this  act  of  patriotism  on  the  part 
of  our  railroad  boys,  who  deserve  great 
credit  for  their  patriotic  efforts —

Prohibition.

It  is  difficult  to  believe  that  the  New 
England  shell  of  conservatism  has  been 
broken  and  that  the  modern  prohibition 
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movement  has  really  taken  possession 
of  the  old  Granite  State. 

After  the  expression  of  New  England 
sentiment  in  local  self  sufficiency  given 
by  Vermont  a  year  ago,  there  were  not 
many  persons  in  New  Hampshire  who 
expected  success  to  crown  our  campaign 
this  year. 

But  the  Anti-Saloon  League  started  in 
at  the  close  of  the  legislature  in  1915  to 
win  in  1917  and  we  have  never  faltered 
in  our  hope  and  expectation. 

We  wrote  the  bill  early  in  1915  and 
have  kept  it  constantly  in  mind. 

True,  indeed,  the  federal  "bone  dry" 
amendment,  Supreme  Court  decisions, 
and  imminence  of  war  were  important 
factors.  But  these  factors  would  not 
have  been  noticed  if  we  had  not  been 
in  readiness.  No  other  State  has  adopted 
prohibition  as  a  result  of  these  national 
factors. 

We  are  glad  to  recognize  all  the  fac- 
tors which  contributed  to  the  success  of 
the  bill. 

We  herein  express  our  most  grateful 
appreciation  to  all  who  so  splendidly 
helped  do  the  job.  It  certainly  is  a 
good  job  well  done. 

At  a  meeting  for  conference  with 
about  fifty  of  the  temperance  represent- 
atives in  Y.  M.  C.  A.  hall,  January  3,  at 
9  o'clock  in  the  morning,  two  hours  be- 
fore the  legislature  assembled,  the  tem- 
perance forces  of  the  legislature  organ- 
ized to  win.  The  Anti-Saloon  League 
handed  the  bill  over  to  that  committee, 
with  the  understanding  that  it  was  up 
to  the  legislature,  not  the  Anti-Saloon 
League.  The  Legislative  Prohibition 
Committee  shouldered  the  responsibility 
and  has  the  credit  of  the  victory. 

We  gave  such  help  as  we  could  from 
the  office  of  the  league.  The  office  was 
the  meeting  place  of  the  "board  of 
strategy."

We  most  cordially  invite  all  who  op- 
posed us  to  come  onto  the  water  wagon 
now.  We  offer  the  glad  hand  of  wel- 
come to  all. 

We  have  no  debts  to  pay,  financial, 
political,  moral  or  personal. 

Every  man  put  up  the  best  fight  pos- 
sible. The  opponents  of  prohibition 
were  beaten  in  a  fair  fight.  It  is  for 
them  now  to  submit  as  gracefully  as  we 
did  in  1903. 

No  men  have  done  more,  privately,  to 
aid  in  the  enforcement  and  improve 
ment  of  the  license  law  than  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Anti-Saloon  League.  The 
"Preston  amendment"  was  written  and 
managed  through  the  legislature  in  1909 
by  the  Anti-Saloon  League.  The  League 
fought  down  the  attempts  to  break 
down  the  restrictions  of  the  law  in  the 
penalties  for  violations. 

We  have  co-operated  with  the  license 
and  excise  commissioners  to  get  the  best 
results  from  the  operation  of  the  law. 

We  now  expect  all  classes  of  citizens 
to  co-operate  to  get  the  best  results  from 
the  prohibition  law. — The  New  Hamp- 
shire Issue. 


The  Railroad  Y-  M.  C  A< 


By  Y.  Sugimoto.* 

Reprint  from  the  Railway  Age  Gazette 
January  5,  1917. 

One  of  the  most  significant  features 
of  the  American  railroad  system  is  the 
complete  organization  of  the  railroad 
branch  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  About  one 
vear  ago  I  arrived  in  New  York  City

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a  stranger  unfamiliar  with  American 
customs  and  ways  of  living.  I  went  at 
once  to  the  Railroad  Department  of  the 
International  Committee  of  the  Young 
Men's  Christian  Association  in  the  hope 
that  I  might  get  some  helpful  sugges- 
tions about  my  investigation  of  Ameri- 
can railroads.  I  felt  rather  uncertain 
about  the  nature  of  the  advice  I  would 
receive  and  the  kind  of  welcome  that 
would  await  me. 

As  soon  as  I  met  the  men  there,  how- 
ever, my  uneasiness  disappeared  and  I 
forgot  for  the  moment  that  I  was  a 
stranger  in  a  foreign  land.  They  wel- 
comed me  warmly  and  assured  me  that 
they  would  do  eA^erything  in  their 
power  to  make  my  work  profitable  and 
interesting.  They  introduced  .me  to 
the  officials  of  the  Grand  Central  ter- 
minal Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  I  stayed  there 
for  a  few  months.  I  then  took  a  trip 
through  the  eastern  and  southern 
states  to  investigate  railroad  conditions. 
Wherever  it  was  possible,  I  stayed  at 
the  Railroad  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  every- 
where I  found  the  same  hospitality  and 
spirit  of  helpfulness. 

I  sometimes  attended  the  Bible 
classes,  where  I  found  devoted  secreta- 
ries and  earnest  students.  At  dinner 
or  luncheon  I  often  had  an  opportunity 
to  come  in  close  touch  with  members 
and  to  listen  to  the  addresses  of  em- 
inent men.  On  these  occasions  they 
talked  frankly  to  me ;  and  though  it 
was  often  difficult  for  me  to  understand 
the  English,  I  never  failed  to  compre- 
hend the  spirit  of  good-will  and  friend- 
liness. 

What  was  the  secret  of  this  fair- 
minded  interest  and  helpfulness?  I 
tried  hard  to  find  out.  This  broad- 
minded  tolerance  was  even  more  inter- 
esting when  I  remembered  the  impres- 
sion I  had  received  upon  my  arrival  in 


America  from  some  of  the  absurd  and 
dangerous  articles  in  newspapers  re- 
garding Japan  and  the  Japanese.  I 
felt  then  that  the  spirit  of  unfriendli- 
ness in  this  great  country  must  be  very 
strong,  and  .my  one  wish  was  that  I 
could  speak  English  well  enough  to 
help  dispel  these  false  notions.  But  my 
intercourse  with  officers  and  members 
of  the  Railroad  Y.  M.  C.  A.  soon  con- 
vinced me  that  these  ridiculous  articles 
were  not  expressions  of  the  real  senti- 
ment of  the  American  people.  The  mis- 
understandings and  prejudices  are  the 
inventions  of  those  who  serve  special 
interests,  and  I  have  found  that  they 
are  in  no  way  shared  by  thinking 
people. 

I,  an  unknown  foreign  student,  was 
welcomed  by  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  men  as 
though  I  had  been  their  life-long  friend. 
Their  spirit  is  liberal,  their  point  of 
view  broad,  and  nationality  and  creed 
make  no  difference  to  them.  As  I  be- 
came more  and  more  assured  that  the 
members  of  the  Railroad  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
stand  for  the  highest  physical,  moral 
and  spiritual  development,  I  became 
even  more  anxious  to  knoAv  the  under- 
lying cause.  I  tried  to  study  every 
phase  of  the  work  as  carefully  as  I 
could  in  order  to  discover  this  cause 
and  at  last  I  decided  that  it  could  be 
attributed  to  nothing  except  the  ideals 
and  teachings  of  Christianity.  It  is  the 
spirit  of  broad  Christian  sympathy 
which  inspires  the  devotion  of  the  sec- 
retaries. It  is  the  Christian  altruism 
which  actuates  large  numbers  of  volun- 
teer workers,  and  it  is  the  search  for 
Christian  teaching  which  has  brought 
hundreds  of  railroad  employees  into 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Christian  organization 
is  "the  thing  which  distinguishes 
these  establishments  from  ordinary  club 
houses."     How  could  the  railroads  get

along  without  the  Railroad  Y.  M..C.  A.  f 
It  is  an  indispensable  asset,  Its  sleep- 
ing rooms  are  neat,  and  its  dining  rooms 
clean.  Its  libraries  are  provided  with 
many  good  books;  but  above  all  is  the 
unseen  influence  which  pervades  the  at- 
mosphere of  the  Association. 

If  the  Railroad  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  such 
an  important  factor  in  railroad  opera- 
tion in  America,  why  should  it  not  be 
equally  essential  in  Japan?  How  can 
we  with  our  limited  resources  secure 
the  benefits  of  this  organization? 

It  is  not,  however,  the  magnificent 
buildings  and  perfect  accommodations 
of  which  we  are  envious,  but  we  want 
to  get  the  spirit  and  to  learn  what  lies 
beneath  the  co-operation  and  breadth  of 
view,  which  exist  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  of 
America.  The  present  task  in  Japan  is 
to  convince  the  government  and  others 
interested  in  railroads  of  the  economic 
value  of  the  Railroad  Y.  M.  C.  A.  After 
that  it  will  be  easy  to  establish  it, 

Almost  all  the  railroads  in  Japan  are 
owned  and  operated  by  the  government, 
and  our  constitution  allows  absolute 
freedom  of  belief;  so  that  the  fact  that 
the  Railroad  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  funda- 
mentally Christian,  would  not  in  any 
way  prevent  its  progress. 

As  a  student  of  the  American  rail- 
road system  and  especially  employees' 
welfare  work,  I  consider  it  my  duty  to 
take  back  to  Japan  the  spirit  of  the 


Railroad  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  to  do  every- 
thing in  my  power  to  promote  in  my 
country  the  same  kind  of  inspiring 
helpfulness  that  I  have  found  among 
Railroad  Y.  M.  C.  A.  men  in  America. 


The  Mott  Campaign. 


February  17,  18  and  19  the  Dart- 
mouth Association  conducted  an  evan- 
gelistic campaign  in  the  college  under 
the  leadership  of  Dr.  John  R.  Mott,  who 
is  the  General  Secretary  of  all  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  work  in  the  country.  As- 
sisting Dr.  Mott  were  five  men,  includ- 
ing Perley  A.  Foster,  our  State  Secre- 
tary. The  following  were  also  present 
for  a  part  of  the  campaign :  W.  S.  Dil- 
lon, Manchester;  F.  W.  Teague,  Con- 
cord ;  G.  L.  Atwood  and  A.  Y.  Chamber- 
lain, Berlin ;  L.  H.  Libby,  Newport ;

Between  450  and  1,100  men  were 
present  at  each  of  the  different  meetings 
at  which  Dr.  Mott  spoke.  Many  inter- 
views were  held.  Since  the  campaign 
Bible  study  classes  have  been  started 
in  sixteen  of  the  seventeen  dormitories. 
One  hundred  and  eight  fellows  were 
actually  present  at  the  mission  study 
classes  the  first  Sunday  after  the  cam- 
paign. These  classes  are  being  led  by 
members  of  the  faculty.
